"Fumigation in August ir September, followed by lime sul- 


phur and Triumph oil spraying in October or November, seems 
to be the most satisfactory control method at the present time," 
was the statement made by Frank II. Sherman, secretary-man- 
ager of the Covina Valley Fumigating company, in his report 
as read before the organization at its annual meeting in the 
Savoy packing house on Monday morning. This statement was 
based upon the inspection of 1092 acres sprayed and 530 acres 
fumigated during the season of 1925. 


Mr. Sherman stated that these in •+- 


spections led him to believe tliat in 
badly infested orchards, fumigation, 
in August or early September, fol- 
lowed by a spray of lime and sulphur 
ami Triumph oil in October of N"o- 
vcmbcr, is the proper method to fol- 
low. 
He further stated that Triona, 


followed by lime sulphur and Tri- 
umph oil, would give us good a scale 
kill if the tops of the trees could 
be reached in a. satisfactory man- 
ner. 
His inspection showed very lit- 


tle difference in the tops than in the 
bottoms of the trees where usual 
fumigation was used, while in all 
spraying there was nearly five times 
more scale in the" tops than in the 
bottoms of the trees. 


He also stated that where one

favor of Triona. 


During the season the company 


treated (US acres with lime sulphur 
and Triumph oil and ;!4.'i acres with 
Triona, and 131 acres with Volck. 
The manager stated that there was 
considerable defoliation in a few or- 
chards where lime sulphur and Tri- 
umph oil was used this season. 
He 


could not account for this other than 
that the continuous dry years had 
caused the soil below the irrigation 
surface to become dry with very lit- 
tle moisture at the deep routs and 
tap roots of the tree. He believed 
where lime sulphur and Triumph oil 
was used, the time set for spraying 
should be shortly after irrigation, if 
possible. 
During the summer, in 


Triona spraying there appeared to 
be no damage with the 
'2 per cent 


dosage used at that time, but in work 
done after January 1st with the 3

come to full bearing. Consumption 
per capita in the United States was 
doubled during the period 1910-1920, 
and continued to grow during the 
past five years. At the present time, 
this increase in the use of walnuts 
seems to be lagging behind the in- 
crease in production, and intensive 
studies of production problems, in- 
cluding cost surveys, are planned by 
the extension service of the college 
of agriculture.

Must Be Inspected 


In order to protect the horticul- 


tural" stud agricultural industries of 
our state,'^he California state law 
requires that all plants (whether 
they be ornamental, or fruit bearing) 
must be inspected at destination. 


Although the nurseries are inspect- 


ed, the law requires that the person 
who receives any nursery stock must 
call an inspector and have the plants 
inspected before they are planted. 
This provision of the'law applies to 
plants from one locality to another, 
as well us from one county to an- 
other. 


All inspection of plants or trees 


that are brought into the Covina'dis- 
trict are made by George D. Hussey. 
In the Azusa, Irwindale and West 
Covina distiicts. George E. Wood- 
hams makes all inspections. And in 
case these inspectors are not avail- 
able by telephone, arrangements are 
made to have the local chambers of 
commerce attend to such calls.

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POWDER TO FRIGHTEN BIRDS 


The use of black powder as n 


means of frightening birds out of 
vegetable fields arid orchards is.ad- 
vocated by George Tonkin, federal 
game inspector, and the California 
department of agriculture. 


•'It is against the law to kill many 


varieties of migratory birds." said 
Mr. Tonkin; '' furthermore,' killing 
often has the contrary effect, as dead 
ducks or dead geese are frequently 
observed as decoys. Birds are more 
affected by fright caused by unusual 
conditions than by the death of some 
of their own number." 


Black powder not only explodes 


with a loud noise, but gives forth a 
great quantity of smoke which' will 
quickly frighten n flock of birds .and 
drive them off the premises. Black 
powder shells can be procured in 
bulk from most of the wholesale 
powder companies, and will be found 
a very 
effective 
remedy against 


birds preying upon vegetable fields. 


Furthermore, the black powder is 


much less expensive in first cost than 
the smokeless or sporting powder?. 


From the standpoint of food val- 


ue, insect pest destroyers and scav- 
engers, our wild birds are increasing 
in value to the state as well as to 
the entire nation. This is probably 
a greater asset to the fanner than 
to any other class of citizens. The 
study of bird stomach contents is 
continually bringing a greater real- 
ization of this value.

—CALIFORNIA TO FLORIDA

The highway will be paved the en- 
tire way in the regular course of 
road improvement. During the past 
two years approximately $10,000,000 
has been spent on the trail in road 
and bridge construction. Mountains 
and deserts have been conquered in 
the work, and construction under 
wuv'at the present time will soon 
provide a comfortable transconti- 
nental highway open all winter. The

Medicinal Value 


of Orange Shown 


The orange is increasing in in- 


trinsic value and in prestige as its 
food and medicinal uses are becom 
ing more generally known. It has 
been but a short time since it was 
thought to be a relish and a luxury 
only. 


But now it is second only to the 


milk of the cow as food and medi 
cine for the infant. 


And it is becoming more universal- 


ly recommended as such, by the medi- 
•cal profession. 
- The more general and common use 
of the orange is one of the principal 
causes for reducing infant mortality 
and increasing the longevity of the 
human race. Fifty years ago the 
average life of man was 33 years; 
today it ia more than 50 years. This 
increase in the span of man's life is, 
in the main, credited to the saving 
of infants, and of which the use of 
the orange has done its part. 


While we do not minimize the food 


value of the orange, keep it con- 
stantly in mind, we feel that its 
medicinal value should be stressed 
more. When the mother's milk dis- 
agrees with the child a teaspoon of 


I orange juice given at nursing re- 
'tlieves the distress by assisting diges- 
' tion and the health and growth of 
the child is maintained and contin- 
ued.At times when the milk of the 
mother is poison to the infant the 
orange juice, alone, is substituted. 
There is, probably, no other one rem- 
edy superior to it in the prevention 
and cure of ricketts. This dreail dis- 
ease is one in which the bones of the 
infant are soft, the baby gets fat 
and flabby and the muscles doughy 
from lack of bone making material 
in the food. 
Orange juice contains abundance 


of potash, lime and soda, the neces- 
sary ingredients to make natural 
solid bone. 
In acidosis it is indispensable, al- 


most, as a curative remedy. Acido- 
sis does not mean that the blood be- 
comes sour, for the victim would be 
dead, but that the blood contains ex- 
cess of acid products, thus lessening 
its alkalinity. The blood in health 
is strongly alkaline. The medical 
profession, as a unit, is becoming 
convinced as to the food and medi- 
cinal value to the human, of the or- 
ange. 
In the March (1926) number of 


the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal association—representing 90,000 
physicians and surgeons—tho follow- 
ing editorial appears: "The better 
gains in weight observed in the ex- 
perimental children were far greater 
than could be accounted for by the 
value of the food derived from 20 
to 23 ounces (1.25 pinta-1.44 pints) 
of orange juice taken each day. 
"It is well known that the pro- 


duct contains noteworthy amounts 
of vitamiues (vita-life) A, B and C, 
also it is potentially alkaline." A 
complete understanding of how the 
product acts as a food and a medi- 
ine is not known. But the editorial 
ontinues: "Whatever the ultimate 
explanation may be, it is, as iuti- 
nated before, fortunate to learn that 
nutritive advantage may be secur- 
ed in other ways when milk (of the 
nother or bovine) for some reason 
becomes unsuitable or unavailable 
'or a food (and medicine)." 
—J. E. Miuuey.

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Let's Be Ready— 


The heavy rains have done far more good than harm, 


but they did enough harm both in city and county to im- 
press upon the public the importance of preparedness for 
flood control and storm water storage. Los Angeles county 
has been loafing along for years in its flood control work, 
and the result was that the first heavy downpour of half a 
decade or more caught, us with different projects unfinished 
and in no condition to cope with the floods. It is fortunate 
the damage has been no greater than it has. The part, of 
course, that annoys is that everything could just as well 
have been made ready in the comparatively dry seasons 
during which tin- flood control work has been dragging 
along. 


Anyone seeing the tremendous floods rushing in tor- 


rents to the ocean must have been impressed, too. with the 
needless waste of precious water that might as well have 
been impounded in innumerable canyons for agricultural 
purposes. Some of this water would have been saved for 
dry periods just ahead had the various dams projected 
under the flood control plans been ready. There is rejoic- 
ing, one may be sure, in every community in our agricultural 
domain where storage reservoirs have been created. Some 
of the works of this kind built in recent years are. in fact, 
only now coming into their real usefulness. The time will 
unquestionably come when Southern California will be sav- 
ing every precious drop of water it can by building dams in 
canyons to catch the winter rains pouring off the water- 
sheds. Engineers say, too, that the amount of water that 
can thus be added to the available supply is enormous and 
well worth any effort made to conserve it. 


"While we rejoice over the rainfall and count our gains 


and losses, therefore, let us be thinking of the future —

(Pomona Bulletin) : Considerable impatience is ex- 


pressed by public officials with the way propaganda is being 
organized nowadays to make its impression upon these men. 
The art of influencing such officials has become a kind of 
organized game, conducted on systematic principles. 


Such methods are used both by those who have good 


causes to promote and those whose ideas are wrong. The 
promoters of these movements appear to their followers to 
write to their congressmen and various officials. Form let- 
ters may be furnished which they are supposed to sign and 
forward. But as that method of expressing their opinion 
has been overdone, and is not very influential, it is consider- 
ed more effective if people will all write individual letters 
expressing their own ideas. 


These public men must be a good deal perplexed and 


worried by the contrary appeals that pour in on them. If 
they take pains to read carefully all these letters, it must 
take a great deal of time. 


And yet it is perfectly legitimate for any constituent 


to write to these people, who are after all the servants of the 
public. They ought to know the prevailing state of public 
sentiment, and it is hard to see how they can know it unless 
people get busy and tell them what they think. 


It must take a lot of judgment to be a good senator or 


representative now, and analyze correctly all those appeals 
and form a correct judgment about them. Many of them 
are the utterances of thoughtful and sincere people entitled 
to great respect. If the congressmen reject them indiscrim- 
inately, they will make a great mistake. 
And many are the 


work of emotional, cranky, or one-idea people. The best 
way to meet the situation is for our public men to become 
such thorough students of the big questions that they will 
be able to detect shallow and superficial views. 


Engineer Approves Sewer-System— 


The metropolitan1 sewer system plan, which originally 


was presented by Chief Engineer A. K. 'Warren, is approved 
by X. H. Goodnough, sanitary engineer of Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. 
Mr. Goodnough came to California and went over 


the grounds, and has written a lengthy report on the mat- 
ter which approves the plans, both as to location, sewage 
disposal, and estimated costs. 


He shows at once the advantages of ocean disposal, in 


contrast to plant disposal, and states that ocean disposal is 
the most satisfactory by far and the cost is much less. He 
calls attention to the fact that disposal plants destroy the 
values of great areas as they are made uninhabitable. He 
finds the present plan of discharge at White's Point to be 
the most satisfactory. 
He finds the ocean currents there 


set off from shore and states the discharge at a depth of 
some 60 feet, 4000 feet from shore will never be objection- 
able. He contrasts this with Boston, which discharges 600,- 
000 gallons of sewage daily without offense. The discharge 
of the metropolitan district will not exceed 30,000 gallons at 
present. He finds that all of the south part of Los Angeles 
and Pasadena could drain their sewage through this great 
sewer better and at less cost than they can maintain dis- 
posal plants. Altogether the report is a direct approval, of 
the metropolitan sewage system and a compliment to Mr. 
Warren.—Gleaner.

During ex-Senator King's address at the Puente Ser- 


vice club luncheon last week he emphasized the fact that 
then- was altogether too much property exempt from tax- 
ation these days: that all property, even church and public 
utilities, whether owned by private, corporate or municipal 
interests, should be taxed. 


Another feature emphasized by other speakers and men- 


tioned by Mr. King is that joint stock land banks, semi- 
federal institutions, are now being rapidly organized in all 
parts of the country. The attraction lies in the fact that 
the bonds issued by the banks to get the money to loan to 
farmers are free of all federal, state and local taxation.' 


Such bonds are in great demand by large income tax 


payers and sell well. 


Of course by as much as these bonds are exempt from 


taxation by so much are the taxes on other people's prop- 
erty increased. 


As there are now some $30,000,000,()00 in tax exempt 


or partially tax exempt bonds outstanding in the United 
States, it is easy to see why taxes of the ordinary citizens 
are mounting so rapidly.

A man with $100,000 to invest today puts it into tax 


exempt bonds, pays no taxes, has no worries, and employs 
uo labor. No wonder that Senator King says there is a grow- 
ing demand for a change in this system so that all will pay 
taxes alike.—Puente Journal.

Theme of Address 


Tlie postponed meeting 
of the 


Chamber of Commerce was held on 
Wednesday noon at the Palace of 
Sweets. 
The speaker for the day 


was George H. Barnes, known to the 
business world as a member of the 
Barnes Music Company of Los Ang- 
eles. Mr. Barnes came to the cham- 
ber as president 
of the American 


Kef orestation Association, a national 
society for .the rehabilitation of our 
depleted forests. 
Mr. Edwin Jobe, 


president of the local chamber, intro- 
duced the speaker as the 
biggest 


man, in his line of work, in Ameri- 
ca. 


Mr. Barnes spoke with .authority, 


and with an enthusiasm engendered 
through five years of gratis services 
to the solving of one of the great- 
est problems of the nation. He said, 
in the course of his address: 
'' The. forests represent the funda- 


mental fabric upon which our civil- 
ization has been built, and in spite 
of all our initiative we are utterly 
as dependent .upon them as was 
Adam in Eden. 


"Trees furnish a multiplicity of 


materials incidental to man's pro- 
gress and comfort, the leaves of the 
trees are for the healing of the na- 
tions, yet in the last one hundred 
years we, as American people, have 
destroyed five-sixths of our virgin 
forests. 
The pinnacle was reachec 


in 1924,. when forest fires burno( 
over 29,000,000 acres, and we cut i 
8,000,000 .acres more. During 
the 


same period, the entire planting in 
the United States was 36,420 acres 
to rcplaqe 37,500,00'0 acres destroyed. 


"Why don't we plant more? Pri- 


marily, we do not have seed trees 


o plant. Why? Because we have 
16 nurseries. 
We have : only three 


'ederal nurseries in the 
United. 


States with 400,000,000 acres of idle 
"orest land. 


"Deforestation means the ulti- 


mate death and decay of a nation. 
A water and timber famine is in- 
evitable unless we arouse ourselves 
and compel our legislative bodies to 
>rovide adequate means for the con- 
servation of our forests and take im- 
mediate steps to reforest. When the 
'orests go, the waters go, fish and 
game go, flocks and crops go. Then 


od, famine and pestilence enter." 
The speaker cited conditions of 


drought and floods throughout the 
United States, due to deforestation, 
ending with the vehement assertion 
that this past year hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in bonds had been 
voted for water projects and flood 
control but not one damned dime to 
plant a tree to bring back proper 
flood control in the practical God 
given way. 


Mr. Barnes addressed the pupils of 


the high school immediately follow- 
ing the luncheon.
